three-fourths of the first crop was talnted with 
some ut pleasant -flavour., or other that made 
it positively unpalatable, and some was. ac- 
tu-lly half rotten from rain-damage before 
bit bag he n fired fr. usu.

It. is rumoured that only four steamers will 
load teas in Hankow for London this season. It 
would be better if none went there to load, and 
that steamers should be despatched. from Shang- 
hai on. fixed dates with part cargoss only. TI 1s 
sounds retrogrcssive, but if the Chinese will not 
keep level with o:her producing countries éither 
in quality of thelr teas or by reducing thelr tariff 
and giving a, cheaprarticle, we must look for 
retrogression, if not extinction. [t is a gad 
comment on the trade that four steamers should 
be now censidered enough, whereas fiftcen were 
-at one time not thought too many, ° 

There is very littledoubt that as faras English 
buyers are ¢ neerned the business this-year will 
bea dragging ore, and much of the first crop 
teas, will have to bs held by the Chinese and 
brought down to Shanghai for sale, It would be, 
agreat boon tomany teamen ifthey were'allow:d 
to bring’ down their teas in bond, and pay duty 
in Shanghai at the time of export.

-superintendent at the works, he petitioned the

a great deal of trouble to Kweichow, where it 
was erected under the superintendence of a 
foreigner.’ It is now in full working order, and 
although the Directors have only seen fit to run 
A part.of the machinery, the result has” far. 
surpassed their most sanguine exuectations,” 
‘Seeing the improvement in the working of the 
mines, the authorities contemplate making the 
Directors run all the machinery, and if they do, 
a much larger outgut of iron may be expected, 
3 ete ea : 

At Tak-poo, neir Ningpo, a fisherman named 
Chun Kwong-yu, by plying his trade diligently 
managed to amass a little pile of. Tis, 10,000. 
This was well-known to the surrounding people

corpse had a'leiter in its hand in the younger 
brother's handwriting imploring his father to give 
the ransom, otherwise he would also suffer the 
same fate to-mo:row by noon, £0 the old man at 
once ‘scraped up the required’ amount and paid 
andreleasedh'sson, Thisis rather high-handed 
brignndage,‘ and the authozities should take.

The robbers 
acknowledged their guilt, and stated that they 
lived with a man named ‘Nuk, who received the 
proce: ds of their thefis, and made his house their 
rendesvous So awrrrant wasissued for the 
arrest of Nuk, and he wag, brought before the: 
Bodrd, When interrogated be said thathe was a 
relation of the Emperor's and he. denied the 
allegation of the robbers., The Board sent Nuk 
to Ching-shun-fu (the mandarin who tries the 
Fmperor's pane and cjansmen), for trial, bes 


fore whom he still maintained the ath gb his 


sertion though all manneroftortures were applied. |. 


He was sent back unconyicted to thé Board of 
Punishments, and there he said that'jhe robbers 
who accused him did so through an old grudge, 
that he might suffer death with themselves. The 
Board consulted with the Court of Censoxs on 
the subject, and came to the conclusion that 
Nuk was guilty of harbouring the robbers and 
receiving stolen property. They: sentenced him 
and the robbers to be decapitgted, and ordered 
the robbers to be. executed on a certain date, 
The ‘time for carrying out the: sentence bad 
nearly arrived, when a high mandaria raised the 
objection that the robbers could not be xecuted 
before Nuk ; for they being out of the; way he 
could still plead innocence and as there would
